And 
it’s still riding the crest of 
hysteria following World War I 
when anybody left of Teddy 
Roosevelt was a dirty Red.

Martin Luther King. 


CLC President Russ Crowell 
recommended that individual 
unions back the movement. Rep- 
resentatives will be sent to the 
Democratic and Republican con- 
ventions. 


The CLC executive committee 
recommended approval, pending 
a check with AFLCIO President 
George Meany. 

Bill Becker, secretary of the

insurance plans. In 1958, the 
U.S. Public Health Service listed 


100 dental pians throughout the | 
country, Its new report, which | 


will be out scon, lists 200 plans. 

Largest number of the new 
cental plans are sponsored by 
unions, and many others jointly 
by employers and employees as 
a new trend in collective bar- 
gaining. A number are commun- 
ity-wide — sponsored by local 
group-health cooperatives and 
dental and medical sccieties. A 


few are sponsored by fraternal | 


societies. 

A good dental insurance plan 
is a simple but extraordinary 
effective idea. You pay a certain 
number of doilars a year, or your 
organization or employer pays | 
them for you. In return, your 
family gets preventive care to 
forestall dental troubles and re- 
medial care to correct any that 
do occur. | 

As with medical insurance, 
there are two types of dental in- 
surance: “service” plans and “in- 
demnity” plans. In service p’ans 
the insurance covers all or most | 
ef any dental treatment your 
family needs without extra cost 
to you. In some cases, the care 
is provided by the plan’s own 
clinic. 

“Indemnity” plans or combin- 
ations of “indemnity” and “serv- 
ice” work something like Bive 
Shield. You select the dentist,

Hiousehold help-- 
the labor angle 


Housewives who hire domestic 
help may be violating the social 
security laws without knowing 
it, says William B. Hayward, 
Oakland manager for this im- 
portant federal agency. 


“Each employer who pays a 
domestic worker a total of $50 in 
cash wages during the calendar 
quarter (three months) must file 
a return showing the name and 
social security number of the 


and the social security taxes 
due,” said Hayward. 

This may affect only a few 
readers of a union paper, who 
are probably too hard-pressed to 
afford household help—unless 
it’s a baby sitter to enable the 
wife to work and supplement her 
husband’s meager income. 


But it brings to mind a visitor 
Bob Ash told about at a recent 
meeting of the Central Labor 
Council. 

This visitor said some union 
should organize domestic work- 
ers. For one thing, She said, 
many are gouged 30 per cent of 
their first month’s pay by an 
employment agency. And, said 
the visitor, the average wage for 
household help is only $16 a 
week, 


Ash told the labor council del- 
egates the field would be a 
“tough one” to organize. But 


it’s an open one, Ash assured 
them.

(COPE works on a statewide basis, 
concentrating activities in gu- 
bernatorial and legislative cam- 
paigns. 

Our own local Alameda County 
Council on Political Education 
is the election campaign arm of 
our Central Labor Council and 
the Building Trades Council. 
Ernest Perry of Steelworkers 
1304 is president; Lamar Child- 
ers, business representative of 
the Building and Construction 
Trades Council, is vice president; 
Robert S. Ash, executive secre- 
tary of the Central Labor Coun- 
cil, is secretary-treasurer, and 
Edward Reith is director of or- 
@anization. 

Our Alameda County COPE, 
might well be called the “grass | 
root” COPE, as it’s aimed at the 
local level at which many of the | 
basic political activities are car- 
ried out. Local COPE makes rec- | 
ommendations and endorsements | 
of candidates for city, county, 
School, public district, congres- 
Sional, assembly and senatorial 
offices in this county.

Does this mean that an em- 
ployer cannot run for office in 
a labor union, if he is a member 
of the union? 

This was the uestion which 
Barbers 134 asked the Central 
Labor Council more than six 
months ago. The CLC phoned 
the San Francisco regional office 
of the Bureau of Labor-Manage- 
ment Reports— which enforces 
the L-G Law. The question was 
referred to Washington, D.C. 

Six months later—on June 6, 
to be exact—the answer was re- 
ceived. It runs eight pages and 
is somewhat confusing, Secretary 
Robert S. Ash told the CLC. F 

As far as he could figure, Ash’ 
said, the opinion boils down to 
the fact that a union member 
can take civil action if he thinks 
the L-G Law is being violated, 

How about the election? It 
was held long ago. 


Unruh Act booklet 
will be available 


A new booklet prepared by the 
State Attorney General’s- office 
on the Unruh Act, regulating in- 
Stallment plan purchases and 
revolving charge accounts, is 
available through the California 
Labor Federation. 

Sam Eubanks, chairman of the 
federation’s standing committee 
on community services, has sent 
out sample copies to affiliated 
unions and councils. 

“Although this law, enacted by 
the 1959 general session of the 
Legislature, falls short of giving 
consumers needed protection 
against prevailing high service 
charges and interest rates on 
time purchases,” Eubanks said, 
“it does spell out certain legal 
rights of consumers designed to 
give a measure of protection 
against many abuses in the field 
of consumer credit.”

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The seemingly easy way 
isn’t always the best one 


It’s only a little over a week until the big Democratic 
shindig in Los Angeles, and rumors are thicker than cars on 
the Nimitz stopway. The daily press is full of behind-the- 
scenes scuttlebutt and inside dope. 

About this time every four years, the word “‘electible” is 
dusted off by the politicians. 

This is all well and good. There's no use nominating a 
man who can’t be elected. 

But we feel that it is dangerous to stress this to the exclu- 
sion of other things, such as what the candidate will do for— 
or to—the United States at home and abroad. 

Despite all you read, almost every one of the major Demo- 
cratic prospects is (1) available and (2) electible. 

There's too much of the be-careful-not-to-offend approach 
in politics already. The bland do-nothing-leadership we have 
had in the White House for nearly eight years has been per- 
petuated by the Madison Avenue boys. Let's not worry so 
much about who our man won't offend and stress who he'll 
be good for. 

Some of the GOP enthusiasm for Rocky isn’t because they 
like him, but because they feel he might be more electible than 
Tricky Dick. 

Charles H. Percy, the Bell & Howell president who heads 
the Republican platform committee, said in San Francisco 
recently that this will be a campaign of issues, not candidates. 

This is another way of saying too many voters don't like 
Tricky Dick. For the GOP, whether their man is electible 
really is a problem. 

But to get back to our problem—that of organized labor— 
let’s see that neither Tricky Dick or Got Rocks Rocky gets 
elected. 

First, the week after next, the problem is to persuade the 
Democratic party to pick the best man—not just one who, at 
the moment, seems electible. 

Let's not lose sight of that. 


Shoddy deal all around 


One phase of the dispute between Two Guys Carpet Co., 
late of Berkeley, and Carpet and Linoleum Layers 1290 hasn't 
had much publicity. 


This is the fact that, for the most part, the firm sold low 
quality merchandise. This cheap carpeting was installed in a 
usually shoddy manner. 


We have this on the authority of Glenn McIntire, union 
business agent, who is a real craftsman of the old school. As 
Mcintire says, the non-union men who laid the carpets for 
Two Guys were, generally speaking, “poor mechanics.” 


We feel this is worth pointing out because the quick-buck 
operator who tries to cheat workingmen out of decent pay 
more often than not also bilks the buyer. 

This is another reason why the labor movement is doing 
the right thing in stressing consumer education. 

Not only must the union member be careful how he spends 
his hard-earned wages. But also the public must be cautioned 
against those who chisel away at both prevailing pay rates 
and fair values. 


Chilean relief 


It’s winter in Chile, and more than a million men, women 
and children made homeless in the recent earthquakes face 
other dangers unless aid is forthcoming. 

The American labor movement has been called upon to 
help. George Meany, AFLCIO president, has issued an appeal 
urging that we, as trade union members, do our part to help 
our brothers and sisters in Chile. 

The AFLCIO responded with an immediate $5,000 cash 
gift, but Meany also called for fund raising drives among local 
unions. 

Robert S. Ash, secretary of the Alameda County Central 
Labor Council, backed up Meany’s appeal and said individual 
unions can send contributions to local Red Cross chapters, 
churches or CARE. 

This is a humanitarian project worthy of the support of 
every union in this county.
